A Stormy Time Ovtr tbe Report of the 
Committee on Credntlali-Col. P. W. 
Taylor makes a Gallant Fight for a 
Seat lit the Convention, but u finally 
Squelched - Delegate* to the Con- 
ffreulonat Contention Appointed. 
Yesterday the HEPUEUCIN gave an 


account of the Greenback convention up 
to the appointment of a committee on 
credentials, which committee was in pro- 
found consultation at we went to press.

L'sruECEDEKTED HAW.— The amount 


of rain which fell night before lait and 
yesterday was the topic of remark last 
evening, and several persons who had 
empty vessels of various kinds Handing 
out pave the result of their observation* 
in regard to the depth of water wbicn fell 
Mr. W. H. Recmc. on North Water ttreet 
had a stone j.tr standing where no water 
could get intu it only us It fell directly 
from tbe clouds, and on measuring the 
depth of water in it yesterday morning 
be found eleven inches of water In thi 
jar. Several other* made observation* o 
a similar kind, and with about the same 
result. These observation* show a greatc 
depth than was reported by Dr. King 
but it should bo remembered that obtcr 
vations for the signal icrvicc are mad< 
with a glass tube, one or two inches in 
diameter, and placed where the rain uiua 
fall directly Into li, and it so protector 
that no water can he blown Into it 
whereas a jar or other vessel standing 
exposed to currents of air might ratch 
luoro water than would fall In a straigh 
line. However this may ba, all accounts 
nud reports agree in the fact that it wa* 
the heaviest fall of rain In the twenty 
four hours that has ever been known in 
this locality

The queition whether hones should 


or should not be shod is agsin under 
diioitssion. The proposition trill crop 
tip at intervals until a national view of 
the subject com** to be taken. As a 
matter of physiological fitness, nothing 
more indefensible than the use of shoes 
can bo imagined. 
Not onlv is the 


mode of attaching them by nails injuri- 
ous to the hoof, it ii the probable, if 
not the evident, cause of man; affec- 
tions of the foot and leg, which impair 
the usefulness and must affect the com- 
fort of the animal. Whether horses 
could work on our roads without some 
protection 
is another question. Wo 


think it would be found that tho natural 
structure would adapt itself to any or- 
dinary requirement, There is, however, 
a wide difference of opinion upon this 
point among authorities on horse man- 
agement, and the problem is not likely 
to be finally solved until tho experi- 
ment has been tried. There can be no 
doubt us to tho additional power of 
grasping road surfaces which would be 
secured to the ad vantage of tho ridor or 
driver and tho relief of the horse, if 
slices were not used. 
Meanwhile wo 


should like to see the trial made. 
It 


should, however, bo understood that the 
experiment must bo tried with colts 
that have never been shod. 
This is an 


essential condition of the test.

Gortschakoff, now 89 years old, has been 
in the diplomatic service of his govern- 
ment since ISIS, 
Since 1S50 he has 


directed the foreign policy of Russia, 
nnd his ambition has been to wipe out 
tho humiliation of the defeat in the Cri- 
mean war and to restore the military 
and commercial prestige of Russia. 
In 


his own language, the darling ambition 
of his life was to lay on the tomb of 
the Czar Nicholas the rent fragment* 
of the treaty of Paris, to reclaim Bcssa- 
rabin, and humiliate the Turk, By 
holding thoHussmn army over Austria in 
1870 he accomplished the downfall of 
Napoleon III., who was the prime mov- 
er in tho alliance against Russia in the 
Crimean war. Soon after he took his 
flrst step against the treaty of Paris, 
and on July 14th, just two days before 
his 80th birthday, he signed the treaty 
of Berlin, which destroyed the treaty of 
Paris, restored Bessarabia to Russia, 
took from Turkey her Christian provin- 
ws in Europe, and her great fortresses 
in Europe and Asia, This is the tri- 
umph of the old man who was carried to 
the congress in his chair,—Inter Ocean.

THE ECLIPSE. 


Yesterday morning and throughout tbe 


orenoon fears wen entertained that the 
un would be 10 obscured by the cloudi 
bat tbe ecllpte, which wa* to take place 


the afternoon, would not be visible; 


ut toon after noon there wa* a general 
learlng away of tbe cloud* ud tbe iky 
radually became clear, to that when tbe 
[me came for tbe show to begin there wu 
othlng to interfere with the fullest obser- 
atlon, and during the entire time of 
bscuratlon the phenomenon wu In full 
lew. In anticipation of the event, blue 
lats and smoked glass had been provided 
y nearly everybody, and for an hour or 


more the attention of people in all part* 


f the city was directed to the sun. 
At about 3:40 a dark Hue wa* observable 


& the northwest side of the sun's disc, 
'bleu gradually increased for about one 
tour, when tbe obscuration amounted to 
nearly or quite three-fourth* of his umjes- 
y's fnce. As the shadow upon the sun's 
ace increased the atmosphere aisumed a 
mle, sickly hue, and a general gloom 
ettled upon all objects, 
At about 4:40 


bo shadow commenced to grow less and 
mssed gradually away, so that at 5:43 it 
lad entirely disappeared. The light was 
n the highest degree grand, and will be 
reuieuibored us one of the Important 
events of 1878. But few, If any, persons 
n the city who were old enough to take 
observations failed to witness this near 
approach to a total eclipse, which was 
luch in reality but a few hundred miles to 
he west of us.

Had this principal 
been pursued at St. Louis, fifty lives 
would not have been sacrificed to sun- 
itroke. If builders and others would 
come to an understanding to strike 
work from 12 to 3. it would not merely 
save many irom sunstroke, but from 
death, for thousands of whom we never 
hear fail to recover from exhaustion oc- 
casioned by working in the midday sun, 
and eventually succumb to the expo- 
sure." These are no doubt excellent 
suggestions, nor is there much doubt 
that they have been more generally fol- 
lowed than the Timet seems to be 
aware of.
